It is stated that he continued to hare access bo diplomatic 
cipher facilities even though no loxiger continuing in qffloe 
as Bavoy to the floly Sett. Apparently Apor still acknowledges 
Admiral Horthy thoiigh dissenting from the Hungarian govern- 
ment. As a part of his activities in forming the Committee 
of Free Hungarians, he wired ell other Hungarian envoys to ' 
Join him in forming this cosmiittee which, he stated, waWto re- 
establish the constitutional liberties of Hui^ary. As a/^part 
of the plegCf it is understood he agreed to establish a i^^e^ ; 
ment headed by Tibor Bokhardt. Xt^ is understood Pelei^/ahd^ ^ 
Otto were assisting with this plan. 

According to another report, Apor, despite his pro-Allied 
sympathies, worked with the Horthy government as a part of ^ 
the plan to pope with the Nazis. The new movement is sup- 
posed to be the Hungarian plan to cope with the Anglo- 
Amerioeks. .;ln other words, Apor, with a small group of 
Hungarians, is''' pur suing a policy of Hungoj^ for the Hxingar- 
lans, i.e., the Magyar cliaue. \ 

It is reported that Apor broke with the Hunger ip^ go verniueiu; o 
when he ^pudiated its policy of persecuting tire Jews. 



Two fluiy/arian envoys, Bakaoh-Bessenyer and ^Itorcza, were in 
agreem^t with Apor» s suggestion on the Con«^ttee of Free 
Hungarians. They sent a message to Apor, asking him, in 
turn, to agree to a Joint persoxial appeal to be made over , 
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the Hungarian radio for popxilar support for the new plan. 

This request wus delivered via Tittaan of the American 
( /) finbassy, the Vatican, with the approval of Secretary of 
/ State Hull. \
